TO DIRECTOR OF THE MAIN INTELLIGENCE DEPARTMENT 
We received photostatic copies of the secret memorandum # 1856 from June 19 to President of 
Guatemala Ydigoras and secret letter of General Secretary of the anti-Castro forces Gustavo from June 17 


addressed to leader of these forces in Guatemala Julio Prado Garcia Salas. 
In his memorandum, the Head of Guatemala Intelligence reports to the President (initiator of 


operation “Condor”) that they have already prepared three individuals for an assassination attempt on Fidel . 


Castro, Those are: Cubans Nelson Gutierres and Marselino Balida — both former lieutenants of the Cuban 
police and residing presently in Guatemala, and the third--J. Negrette (nickname), Puerto Rican, who was 
recommended by the Central Intelligence Agency of the United States: he is presently in Havana with a 
Mexican passport. Negrette reports to CIA representative in Guatemala Koppman and maintains contact 
with him via driver of Chief of Naval Intelligence of Cuba Julio Bustamante. 

Operation “Condor” is tentatively planned to be carried out on June 26. 

In a secret letter addressed to the leader of anti-Castro forces in Guatemala it is said that they 


teceived information about the approval of Ydigoras’ plan “Condor,” and that it would be carried out in the ᾿ 


next several days, from Varona (in April he was listed as Prime-Minister of the Cuban “government” in 
exile.) 

In addition, the same letter says that at a special conference in Costa Rica (with participation of 
President of Guatemala Ydigoras, President of Venezuela Betancourt and former President of Costa Rica 
Jose Figueres) it was decided to approve operation “Condor,” and to include Raul Castro and Che Gevara 
in addition to Fidel Castro to achieve ultimate success. 

Both documents, judging by their appearance, seem to be genuine, which is supported in the 
statement of the source. 

In addition to other measures that will be taken in connection with these documents, the source 
does not object to publishing of this information on behalf of the Cuban intelligence, however he was 
asking (for reasons of personal safety) not to mention the memorandum for Ydigoras and the names of 
those that are supposed to carry out operation “Condor”, because only three persons in Guatemala know 
this information (the President, the Chief of the Intelligence, and the source.) 

From a confidential conversation of the source with a personal representative of Varona in 
Guatemala Orlando Munios he learned the following: 

1) The counter-revolutionaries came to a firm conviction that only with physical removal of Fidel 


Castro and his supporters they could count on chaos in the country and on a successful invasion of Cuba.

2) Castro’s assassination will be entrusted to American agent Negrette (in the past he worked in 
personal security service of dictator Batista), for which they plan to use a regular meeting or Castro's trip to 
the country. They are taking into account that Castro wears a bulletproof vest, and therefore they will be 
aiming at his head. 

3) Immediately after successful assassination of the Cuban leadership, there will be an unexpected 
invasion of Cuba by prepared forces, which is this time planned to start from the territory of Costa Rica. 

4) Everything has been already prepared and in the case of counter-revolutionary success the 
“new government of Cuba” will be immediately recognized by Guatemala, Nicaragua, Venezuela, 
Salvador, and Costa Rica. ᾿
